BOYCE, OF THIS CITY.

Says Everything Is Quiet but the
Boldlers Are Kept Busy—Island of
Negros Practically Settled Now.
Mounting Guard with Twenty-one
Men—Leprosy Prevalent on Cebu
Island—Band Played “A Hot
Time" at a Funeral—Natives Are
Lazy.

Spectul Correspondence of The Tribune,

Corporal Willlam J. loyee, of this
city, who I&8 now In the Phillppine
Islande, writes another Interesting lot-
ter to The Pribine, which I8 here
printed, ad follows:

Camp Churchman,
